veyance of Goods from one part to another in this Kingdom, and also 
for laying several Duties upon Coaches, Berlins, Chariots, Calashes, 

Chaises and Chairs, and upon Cards and Dice, and upon Wrought 
and Manufactured Gold and Silver Plate imported into or made in 
Ireland for the purposes therein mentioned, and also for repealing the

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Duties payable upon the Exportation of Wool, Bay Yarn and 
Woollen Yam out of this Kingdom for England,’” the Commissioners 
theretofore appointed for the purposes of general Navigation were 
formed into a body corporate, by the name of “ The Corporation 
for promoting and carrying on Inland Navigation in Ireland;” and 5 
by that name to have perpetual succession and a common seal ; 
and the powers of such Corporation were declared to extend to 
any river or rivers in Ireland, although not mentioned in an Act 
of the second year of the reign of King George the First 
therein recited; and it was by the said Act enacted, that all the io 
lands, tenements and hereditaments which were then, or which 
should or might thereafter be taken in, purchased, embanked, inclosed, 
improved and applied, and all bridges, locks, towing-paths, or 
other works made or thereafter to be made by virtue of the said Act, 
or any Acts by such Act recited, should be vested in the said Cor- 1 5 
poration thereby created, and their successors for ever, to beheld and 
enjoyed by them, to and for the uses, intents and purposes therein, 
and in the therein recited Acts mentioned and declared, and to and 
for no other use, intent and purpose whatsoever : 



And whereas by an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the 20 
twenty-seventh year of the reign of his late Majesty King George the 
Second, intituled, “An Act for making the River Lagan navigable 
and opemng a Passage by Water between Lough Neagh and the Town 
of Belfast, in the County of Antrim,” certain powers in respect to the 
said Lagan Navigation in the said Act mentioned were given for a 2, 
limited period to the said Corporation then existing for promoting 
and carrying on an Inland Navigation in Ireland : 

And whereas further provision was made in respect of the said 
Navigation by several Acts of the Parliament of Ireland passed 
respectively in the third, eleventh and twelfth and thirteenth and 30 
fourteenth years of the reign of his Majesty King George the 



And whereas by an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the 
nineteenth and twentieth years of the reign of his Majesty King 
George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the amending and explain! 35 
mg the several Laws made m this Kingdom for carrying on the Lan 
Negation, a certain body politic and corporate was created, called 
The Company of Undertakers of the Lagan Navigation,” and the 
property of the said Navigation, and the powers of making and com- 
pleting the same given by the said Acts, and other powers, were oiven an 
to and vested m the said Corporation for the purposes in the said Act 
mentioned :

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And whereas by an Act passed in the fifty-fourth year of the reign 
of his said late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act 
for amending and continuing several Acts made for the Improvement

said Lagan Navigation, for the purpose of defraying the expenses 
which will be incurred in respect of the same; BE it therefore 
Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and for the said Commis-

so established and recovered, shall be a charge upon the same lands, 
tenements and hereditaments, or part thereof ; and the certificate of the 
said Commissioners shall be conclusive evidence of the existence and 
amount of such charge ; and the amount therein specified shall be 
paid to the said Commissioners before the party establishing and reco- 
vering such estate, title or interest shall sue out any process founded 
upon any adjudication determining the right to such estate, title or 
interest for the purpose of reducing the same into possession or enjoy- 
ment ; and in default of payment of such sum or sums of money so 
certified within Si# calendar Months next after such adjudication, with 
interest thereon at the rate of Five Pounds par centum per annum, 
such right, title, estate or interest shall be forfeited and extin- 
guished. 

Provided always, and it is hereby Declared and Enacted, That 
nothing in this Act contained shall by construction or inference, or in 
any manner, be deemed or taken to recognize the existence of any such 
right, title, estate or interest, or the right of any person or persons, 
body politic, corporate or collegiate, his, her or their heirs, successors, 
executors or administrators, to recover in any such action or suit. 

Provided, and be it further Enacted, That if any such action or suit 
shall be commenced or prosecuted touching or concerning the right, 
title, estate or interest in or to any of the said lands, tenements or 
hereditaments aforesaid, or any part thereof, such action or suit shall 
not impede, delay or hinder the said Commissioners of Public Works 
from proceeding in the execution of the powers vested in them by 
this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act shall be deemed and taken to be 
a Public Act ; and shall be judicially taken notice of as such without 
being specially pleaded. 

And be it Enacted, That this Act may be amended or repealed 
by any Act to be passed in this present Session of Parliament. 
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
